COLUMBUS, O . Jan S — The 


pledges that, with the help of di- 
vine providence, he will be a "gov- 
ernor of all the people, 'sink or 
swim, live or dir survive or per- 
ish,' " was voiced by Ohio's new- 
governor, A. V Donahey, here this 
afternoon in his 10 minute inaug- 
ural address. 


Governor Donahey promised to 


appoint only honest, capable and 
efficient men and women to public 
office; declared he wi'l not abuse 
liis power to grant reprieves, com- 
mutation and pardons; expressed 
the hope that he will not be com- 
pelled to call out the state's mili- 
.ary and naval forces, and announc- 
ed that he will appoint judges of 
ibility, honestv and fitness, "not 
nere politicians." 


Appealing for the helpful sup- 


port of the people and all oflicials,. 
Governor Donahey said he would 


endeavor to aid the state legisla- 
tors m their work but would not 
attempt to encroach upon their 
prerogatives. 
He w-ill not hesitate 


to use the power of veto, if neces- 
sary, he stated 
Announcing his 


intention of sending two messages 
to the legislature, both dealing with 
matters of "vital importance to all 
the people." Governor Donahey 
asked that the public give earnest 
consideration to thorn. 


Seeks Public Support 


"In common with several elect- 


ed state officials, representing two 
political parties, I have just taken 
tho oath of office which requires 
the governor of Ohio to support 
the constitution of the state and 
the United States and to enforce 
faithfully all laws," said Donahey.

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MORE ON THE SUBSIDY 


Senator Sheppard of Texas, made a speech this week 


against the ship subsidy and part of his address is well 
worth repetition. He says: 
' 'This subsidy operates unfairly even among 


its beneficiaries," 
said 
Senator 
Sheppard. 


"Based on speed for all ratings above the minimum. 


the faster and costlier the vessel the larger will 
be the subsidy. 


"In fact, it was recently announced that 


eastern capitalists were preparing to construct 
with the enormous financial aid they would re- 
ceive under this bill, in the event it became law, 
two passenger liners eclipsing in size and speed 
anything the world has yet beheld, liners a thous- 
and feet long and of 70,000 gross tons each, liners 
that would make the Majestic and the Leviathan, 
look like canal boats. 
"It has been estimated that these ships 


would get about $4,000,000 a year in basic sub- 
sidy under this bill, or twice that amount if the 
board should so allow, the board having the power 
to double the basic grants. An expert of the 
shipping board testified at the hearings that the 
Leviathan would get $900,000 a year in basic sub- 
sidy under this. biS. or double that amount, in the 
discretion of the board. 


"On the other hand, ordinary cargo vessels, 


. such as make up the bulk of the present shipping 


board fleet, and such as carry most of the worlds 
commerce, including farm products, would re- 
ceive only a few thousand dollars per annum.'' 
It is to be hoped that this subsidy bill will not pass. 


If it does, we believe that it will create a scandal in the 
country and politically wreck those men who favored it.

General Santander was Colum- 
bia's national hero in its struggle for independence. 


On receiving the bust Secretary of State Hughes, 


on behalf of America, made a few very appropriate re- 
marks. He quoted General Santander himself in the.se 
words, when addressing Santander"s countrymen: "You 
have won your independence by your arms. You will 
keep liberty by your laws." 


"This profound sentiment," Mr. Hughes said, 


**should be inscribed on the portals of all Capitols 


and written in the hearts of all who love their 
country. Santander did not refer to the mere 
observance of legal forms, but to the fundamental 
truth that liberty can not live in disorder and 
anarchy; that it must have its institutions, its 
principles, its rules of action expressed in law, 
and that it is the intelligent support of a govern- 
ment of law which distinguished the true lovers 
of liberty. 


"At a time when the processes of Republican 


government were still in a formative stage, San- 
tander impressed upon his people the impor- 
tance of forming a government of laws and not 
of men, and it was through his indefatigable 
labors that the foundations were laid for those 
gnaranteps of personal liberty in the institutions 
of justice upon which the greatness of your 
country must inevitably depend. 


"The lesson that he taught is still the lesson 


that the world needs. It is because he not only 
thus thought, but because he devoted his life to 
the establishment of the essential principles of 
liberty, that we give high honor to his name and 
share your pride in his aci_Jevements."
